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The {Electoral Proclanialioih 

Tho Proclamation by the Govornor, 
which wo give olsowhoro, sots at rest 
all gpoculation regarding tho number 
of popular roprosontativos Vancouver 
Island will onjoy, and the qualilicu- 
tions of votora and mombors. Tho 
Electoral Dietricts aro go arranged 
that tho nino old districts aro con- 
verted into throo, and tho number of 
roprosontativos reduced from fiftoon 
to four. Tho qualification required 
for oleotors under tho Vancouver Is- 
land Htatutoa remains. But it would 
Bcom that if tho oloctors aro " to solocL 
and nominate such persons as to them 
may soom fit," that no property <iuali- 
fioation for mombors will bo required. 
It is plain that tlio Universal Sull'rayo 
Bystom in ioroo on tho mainland will 
not be oztondod to tho Island, and it 
may bb eafely argued thorofrom that 
Government will apoedily tako steps to 
amend the J'ranobiae' X/aws o| both 
BestioDB. Tho Union Aet inoreasod 
the number of membera of the Legis- 
lative Qoianoillors of British Columbia 
from fifteen to twenty «ihree, "in 
order to afford Tanooaver Island a 
representation." No allusion is made 
in tho Proclamation as to the remain- 
ing four representatives ;) but it is 
reasonable to sappose that they will 
be uppointed from the Stipendiary 
Magistrates and. Justices ot the Peace 
on the Island. The Legislative Coun- 
cil, before XTnibn, consisted of ton 
official and five non»offioial mombors. 
Under the new arrangomont, the 
Connoil will be composed of foorteon 
official and nine non-official members — 
a largo majority for the Government. 
The distribution of seats we consider 
inequitable, inasmuch as Victoria 
City and JSsquimalt Town, with an 
aggregate whito population of 5000, 
are allowed only two members, while 
Nanaimo, with but 800, and tho ro-^ 
maining Districts, with oven a less 
namber of inhabitants, are allowed 
one member each. Perhaps it is de- 
eignod to appoint two or throo of the 
four official mombors from tho City, 
in which case, there will bo a show of 
fairness about tho representation 
which it does not noWj present. 
When wo considor what tho Island 
Burrondorod when it pronounced for 
Unconditional Union, and tho sacri-" 
fico it has made by voluntarily and 
trustingly placing itsolf in tho bands 
of tho ilomo Govornmeni, wo cannot 
but doploro tho want of faith which 
His Excellency appears to have in tho 
intolligonce and judgment of tho elec- 
tors when ho limits tho number of 
our roproseutativeH to four, instead of 
placing at least six out of the cij^lit at 
popular disposal. We know that four 
popular members cannot fairly ropros 
Bent the views of the people of Van-, 
couvor Island, and that a general fecU 
ing of disappointment will bo oxpe- 
rioncod upon a perusal of tho Procla- 
mation. Tho Executive is apparently 
of opinion that if the Island were 
raked and scraped from ono end to 
the other with a finestooth comb, 
only four good men as represent atives 
could be obtained. But this opinion is 
fallacious. There ai-o as capable, 
honest and intelligent men on the 
Island as could be found in any 
Colony of its size in the world ; but 
the trouble is that, with iow excep- 
tions, they will not snfter thomBolvcs 
to be brought forward, and tho few 
who were sent into tho Legislative 
Assembly wore overborn o by tho 
knavish tricks of a party who sought 
to make politics a profession and offico- 
Booking a t^ade. Tho people in cor. 
tain of the districts erred in selecting 
improper characters to represent them 
in tho Assembly ; but we have no fear, 
after the lesson that has beon tnnght, 
they will over again so far allow 
themselves to bo blindod to their own 
interoBts as to vote for men of simi^ 
lar stamp again. Tho claptrap about 
People's Eights and Aosponsiblo Gov- 
«rnment, wheo mouthed by buncombe 
orators on the hustings, is all very 
floe J it tickles tho popular ear, and 
too often roHultH in tho return of a 
blatant humbug, whose impudonoo has 
boon mistaken for son.so, and who.se 
profoHsiona have boon taken an ^oHpol 
by a too ero'lulous people. We be- 
liovo that tho bitter experience ac- 
quired by asaorifice of our individui 
ality as a Colony, and tho loss of our 
reproBontative institutions, haH ren- 
dered the people more wiwy, and tlmt 
tboy will not again entrust ilieir liucr- 
ties in the hands of political hucksters 
and unprincipled demagogues. In ii 
few days tho writs will bo isauod, and 
tbo electors will bo called on to Bcloct 
four mombors for tho Council. Wo 
flsmoBtly hope that tbey will allow 
pone but bonoBt men to go from the 



Island to the mainland as their ropro- 
Bontatives. So far as this journ.il is 
ooncernod, thank lloaven, wo aro 
under no moral, political or pecuniary 
obligation to sound tho praises of any 
man ; and we owe no allegiance to 
any party now in existence. We aro 
free to support those wo deem tho 
iJicsT MKN, and wo intend to exerM 
eiso the privilege during the approach ■ 
ing OQuteBt) hoping that the groat body 
of thd oleotora will shake off tbo poiv 
nioions influ.oncps by which thoy hayp 
too long boon surrounded, and act 
likewise.

NEW DIGOINO.S ON IvOOTEN.VY lUVEIi.

A Ro ugh Sl t'titch. ' 

(I'rjm till! C;irlLoof5uiuiiiul.) 

The district iiieliuies that part of tho gold 
bearing range wliieb. lies between tho Sel 
kirk range at tho head of tho Thompson and 
the cnnona where it is intcrsooted by the 
Fruscr. Tbo direction of thia range 14 about 
N". W. and KB.',' itB gfcate8t"elovatlbn'lB 
about 7000 feet, apd its length about 150 
miles, Od the onq^ tide it ''^sTopes gradually 
down to Ibo valley oi the' Fraaer, on tho 
'other more rapidly to the lake aod river of 
Quefinollo. 

'I'lie lorination of this range i.i met.imor- 
[ihio, and ia comjiosed of gneiss and clay 
flalo with helu and irregular masaoa of 
brown qaarlzito intorsperaed through it. 
The gnei,aa rock crops out along tbo Selkirk 
range and aerosa tho head of Swamp river ; 
this clay shite overlies tho gneiss, and ex- 
tends over all the real of tho district. I'rimi- 
tivo limeslone ia to be fiund here and there 
overlaying the clay alalo, it ia highly eryslal- 
line, and in many cases is a Qoo marble. The 
direction of tbe principal seam or oleavago 
in (his stratum is N. N. W. and S. S. £., 
the other olsavage runs at . right angles to 
tho prinoipal one. Tbe average dip of the 
rock is about .SS degrees. All main ijuarlz 
ledges run in the direction of tbo principal 
seam, and all Hlniams, vi'liile rnnniiig on tho 
bed-rock, lollow the coiirsn of ono oloavagu 
or the iiiliei. Hut llicse ciursea aro very 
much alleied by slides, and es[)ecially by 
those bells and noilules of hard brown 
quarlzilu which turn ti.o streams that uomo 
in contact with tlit ni around through tbo 
soft rock. A ll llio lUreains running north 
and south would havo a continual tendency 
to hug the uast bunk while the bod -rook is 
bare, on account of the dip of tbe rock in 
that direction. Tbe natural resnlt of this 
would be, that ofter the creeks had worn in 
tho bank a sulTiciont distanoo timro would 
bo a .slide Irodi tbo bill which would cover 
the old chanuel and force tbe cieok back to 
whence it came ; or if tho slide were aullici- 
er.tly lirge to lib up the '.vhole oh.uiuel to 
such a height that the rising of the stream 
would escape over aoiiiu lower plice, a new 
channel would be formud and the old ono 
would become a bill channel. \o limit can 
beset to the niiiiilior or il in/clion of these 
chaunold in thia district, tbo lriat)lo nature 
of tbo ruck and the great altitude of tbe bills 
would have facilitated their formation very 
much. Very little attention has been paid 
to tbuAO most imporiaut ohaonels until this 
year, but tbe discoveries on Grouso creek 
have cxcitod and ut the same time instructed 
ua all. I'ho discovery of a hill channel on 
that creek last spring .set about 200 men 
prospeciiiig lor hill diggings, many of whom 
liavo been sUeeL.-.-bil and inany more aro 
sure to bo. (.'oiiiiMiiies have been formed 
to prc-pect tho eri.-t ti.uik ot Jack of CI bs 
during ihe winter, and it is not uiililiely that 
thoy may succeed in tinding a very rich 
channel in that forsaken creek, There is a 
company oa Antler also prospecting in the 
bill for tbe lost and nob lead of that creek. 

The average altiiudo tbe district mast 
bo uiore than 2U0O leet above what it is now, 
but ihroiigh tho agencies of time and the 
action of th.,' eleinenis, those mountains have, 
an to speak, lirrii ^Tnnn'l sluiced down ; 
stre.uns have cliaiijied iheir courses u hun- 
dred times, onikirig ainl ii'.inaking channels 
at their plLa^lln!. In onjL-r to loriii some 
idea ol how ItKse niounlains tuinbl-d and 
crnnihltd down, \ou have only to visit .Mount 
Au'iies anil a-cund the v^-eatorn side ; you will 
find the rock crumbling away without tbe 
aeiiiin of waler or the sun, and ut a point 
1000 feel Ironi tlio Kiiiimiit ol the mountain 
it is undermined, and from the overhanging 
'1^1 part, pieces weighing from an oancc to a ton 
lOozsbi; a,o faiij„g as fust as tho first drops of a 
thunder shower. Wbile tho mountain is 
rapidly tailing to a lower level, the ninss, and, 
at a short iiuerval, tho shrubs, aro slowly 
eliiiihing lip the side of tho ruin, nnd just 
now Lii;liti)in:; creek is sapping ihe founda- 
tion ol lliis heap uf inins to lo; it lower 
djwn. fi i- very easy lo discurn, while 
(ravelling down Lightning creek, that tho 
hill- on ilie h'li-lr.ind i-iile ate the moat ro- 
cerilly Innned in that dihlrici ; they do not 
seem to be nioio ihan lull linial.ed, and are 
hardly able to hidu their nakpdoess, aod 
«aom (u have been "dropped by nalore in ber 
caridess has'e," This Is all that ia left of 
Mount Agnua that oneo c.'ctcnded to ibo Milk 
lt:ineh. 

All oilier things being equal, thia lihould 
be the richest mining disirict in the world, for 
riooe other lias so great a depth of original 
alluvial deposits, fn Aii-lralia Ihoro are 
shalis .")00 ai d GOO liiot deep, but theso are 
tliroiigli liniidreds of leet ol lava, scoriiu, and 
even tertiary fornnations : but no volcanoes 
have belobed forth their asbes to hide and 
cover our cbaanels, aud no rocky formations 
lock them up ; not a boulder or a pebble can 
be fouud that is not of the same formation as 
the rooks over which they lie.
